Thus I continued preaching with 
all my. might for two months, in which time my 
Congregations and Societies increaſed both in 
Town and Country; whici compelled me to ſeek 
for a large houſe in the Town, but 1 could not 
procure. one in any part of it. Mr. Button will 
remove, from his houle ſoon, and of courſe 1 ſhall 
then have no place to preach in. My mind was 
very much diſtreſſed, and I could not tell what to 
do. I laid my affairs before my Maker in mighty 
prayer, and concluded 1 would ſee, whether, it 
was poſſible to get a Preaching-houſe : but 1 ſaw 
luch difficulties in the way as ſeemed to me im- 
poſſible to ſurmount. I was ſenſible that no time 
was to be loſt, and in ſpite of all my Joubts, I ſet 
about it witch all my might, and my face againſt 
every hindrance. I am now going on with my 
Subſcriptions, and am from morning till night 
begging of all ranks and colours wherever I go, 
both in Town and Country; which gives me an 
opportunity of getting acquainted with the people. 
A ſpot of land was pointed out, which was every

way convenient, and 1 ventured fo purchaſe it in 


the name of the Lord. The price is one hundred 


and fifteen pounds currency: it is fixty-nine feet 


and one third deep, and about thirty-two in the 


clear.

_ Carpenters, and if J can but cover it (of which 1 


have not the leaſt doubt) my point will be carried. 


I hope to begin in a fortnight with this important 
building. I rent a houſe next to the purchaſe for 


twenty-five pounds per annum (currency,) into 


which I ſhall remove foon:

. multitudes. 1 believe if I had a convenient place, 


I ſhould have a thonfand, hearers on a Sunday 
evening; for our doctrine is much Hhked. It 


would do your ſou} much good to ſee how the 
word is prevailing amongſt all ranks and degrees 


of men both in Town and Country. I never in 


any place or any part of my life faw ſucli an open 


door as is now before me. If I can but get up 
my Chapel, I ſhall. carry all before me, with the 
help of the Lord. The ſtate of my "ow | is as 
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follows: in Town I have two Claſſes; fifty 
members in all, ſixteen of whom are Whites, and 
the reſt coloured: two Societies in the Country, 
one of cighteen, the other of fifteen members. 
One Richards, a foldier, is their Leader. 1 iotend 
16 form another next Friday, of about eighteeh 
more. How wonderfully is God working! J am 
very careful in taking members into Society, or 1 
ſhould ſoon have ſome hundreds. It is truly 
plealing to hear them expreſs themſelves. I never 
remember to have found a people grow in the. 
knowledge of divine things, in the manner many 
of the Mulattoes and Blacks do. e 
Wich reſpect to myſelf, my labours are very 
great, and my mind is often much tried. 1 never 
was ſo engaged before. Great is the work of the 
Lord. Dear Sir, you little think or can conceive, 
the noiſe and diſputes, pointed ſermons, and worx 
we have amongſt us. Notwithſtandiug the great 
heat of the climate, and my being expoſed fo mack. 
to its effects in preaching, I never enjoyed better 
health than at preſent, and indeed ever ſince 
you left me; for I have not had two hours frek-- 
neſs, ſince I came to the Iſland. What a bleſſtug 
My foul is happy, very happy in the enjoyment. & 
of my beloved Maſter. O how does he fupport - - 
me, give me courage, light and favour inthe fate 
of the people. I; hope, dear Sir, you will re- 
member me and my great undertaking before the- 
throne, and ſend me every poſſible aſſiſtance.

and let them graze, while we applied ourſelves to 
reading, not knowing that any perſon took notice 
of us; when a Frenchman from the top of the 
hill, came down and addreiled Mr. Gamble, who 
referred him to me. I perceived him to be a 
meſſenger of love; and he gave us a kind in- 
© Vitation to his houſe. We accepted the invitation 
of the kind ſtranger, and riding up the hill, were 
hoſpitably entertained. I was at Grandſable 
Iſt Wedneſday, and the Caribbs were kind 
to me; and 1 intend to go out for good this 
week, the houſe being nearly ready to receive 
me; and then I ſhall viſit Grandfable three times 

a week, and ſpend the reſt of my time amongſt 
the Negroes, I have got the land into a ſtate of 
cultivation, and ſhall have it planted with cotton 
and coffee. I have drawn on you for one hun-

ſtance that may occur: I do believe, in this caſe 
a work may be effected, for which ſucceeding - 
generations ſhall revere the memory of all that + 
have any way promoted its progreſs, and praiſe 
God on their behalf; as it would not only add 
to the Redeemer's kingdom, but be of the 
greateſt utility to the nation to which the iſle 
belongs: but which, in us preſent ſtajg, muſt be 
loſt, if any time attacked, in being ſo much 
ke the Human heart, in having its worlt enemies 
within. In the late war the Caribbs offered the
